41  years  ago... Any  collector  ever  see  any  of  these  pieces?? 

...The  Cumberland  Gap,  Tennessee  meeting  was  a  good  one.. 
Crawford  Blakeman  and  the  others  really  had  a  nice  event  in 
cooperation  with  the  Holiday  Inn...  Several  collectors  noted 
that  they  had  picked  up  many  new  tokens...  One  collector 
purchased  a  collection  of  about  2,000  pieces...  If  you  have 
never  attended  one  of  the  semi-annual  meetings,  you  are  missing 
a  wonderful  opportunity  to  acquire  items  for  your  collection  as 
well  as  associating  with  a  fine  bunch  of  folks...  You  cannot 
attend  a  meeting  without  learning  much,  much  about  tokens  and 
collecting...  So,  make  your  plans  now  for  the  first  week-end  in 
May  of  1980  for  Beckley,  W.Va...

T ID-BITS  ON  TOKEN  COLLECTING  ::  (As  noted  from  the  special 
program  presented  by T5ave  Schenkman  at  the  Fall  1979  NSCA  meeting) 

The  hobby  of  collecting  coal  tokens  is  relatively  new  when  compared  to  tokens  in 
general.  Token  collectors  as  such  have  been  known  for  over  one  hundred  years  while 
coal  token  collecting  has  developed  extensively  only  in  the  past  fifteen  years  or  so... 

The  earliest  United  States  tokens  are  the  "hard  times"  tokens  which  date  back  to 
about  1830.  Many  of  them  are  available  today  at  retail  prices  in  the  $2  to  $3  range 
Approximately  10,000  varieties  of  "Civil  War"  tokens  have  been  recorded  with  recent 
top  selling  price  in  the  $1,000.  range  for  rare  or  unique  pieces...  A  recent  3q 
"hard  times"  token  was  sold  for  $3,000.00  and  a  "Civil  War"  token  recently  sold 
for  $1,900,00  in  an  auction.  Large  numbers  of  "Civil  War"  tokens  are  available 
for  collectors  today  in  the  $5.00  range.  In  comparsion,  the  average  coal  token 
starting  price  today  is  in  the  $1.00  range... 

Coal  tokens,  are  genuine  (except  for  a  very,  very  minor  exceptions)  and  actually 
have  seen  use  at  coal  mine  locations  in  some  instances  replacing  the  "coin  of  the 
realm".  In  many,  many  instances  "hard  times"  and  "Civil  War"  tokens  have  been 
struck  especially  for  collectors  in  times  past... 

As  to  composition  of  tokens,  it  is  not  true  that  aluminum  tokens  are  of  recent 
vintage.  Aluminum  tokens  date  back  at  least  80  years  having  been  very  popular  in 
the  1880's.  Bi-metal  tokens  date  back  to  about  1899,  the  first  having  been  patented 
by  S.  H.  Childs  in  Chicago  with  the  company  later  being  known  as  Greenduck  and 
Company.  Bi-metal  was  probably  introduced  to  lessen  the  chance  of  tokens  being 
counterfeited.  Meyer  and  Wenthe  and  Ingle  both  have  struck  bi-metal  tokens  in  the 
past . . . 

Hard  rubber  tokens  date  back  to  the  period  of  1860  to  1880.  With  the  intro¬ 
duction  of  rubber  for  bicycle  tires  at  the  end  of  this  period,  the  cost  make  it 
too  expensive  to  be  used  for  token  manufacture...  Very  few  coal  tokens  were 
made  of  hard  rubber... 

Fiber  tokens  were  made  by  many  companies  during  the  World  War  II  period  due 
to  the  shortage  of  metal  for  manufacture...  Some  fiber  tokens,  however,  do  date 
back  many  years  before  World  War  II.,..  Celluloid  was  also  extensively  used  for 
the  manufacture  of  tokens... 

It  is  important  that  all  coal  token  members  include  historical  information  on  the 
tokens  with  their  collections  and  that  information  of  this  nature  be  submitted  for 
publication  in  the  organization  bulletin  "Scrip  Talk" .
